tells an interesting story of the earth­ 
quake disaster. 
Mr. Hiner was employed as a street 
I car conductor in San Francisco, with 
headquarters at the Kentucky street 
car b arns. 
He roomed on the third 
floor of a flat on Twenty-second street, 
near the car b arns. 
“ 1 was in b ed,” Mr. Hiner said this 
afternoon, “ wb cu the shock came. 
When 1 awoke the glob e was falling 
from the gas jet in my room. 
It was 
smashed on the floor. 
The clock also 
fell to the floor and various other 
articles were dashed ab out the room. 
I thought the house would collapse. It 
was all that I could do to stay in 
b ed.” 
“ Some women in an~arijoining room 
were screaming and seemed to 
b e 
frightened to death. 
We thought that 
the world was coming to an end. 
“ I ran to the window and looked 
out. 
People were pouring into the 
streets in their nighi clothes. 
The 
cornices of b uildings were tottering 
and falling. 
Roofs crashed and fell 
when the chimneys tumb led in upon 
them. 
Most of the b uildings in our 
neighb orhood were frame structures, 
however, and did not collapse. 
“ I looked at the clock and the hands 
indicated 5:18 . 
I could not tell how 
long the shock lasted. 
It was not the 
b ig shock that scared me so much as 
it was tli© lighter ones. 
“ I dressed quickly and hnrried down 
into the street. 
In a fiat across the 
street from that in which I roomed a 
piano went.down through the b uilding, 
from the « b cond floor to the b asement. 
“ I went up Fourth street to the 
b usiness district to see the ruins. 
I 
saw the Palace hotel b efore it b urned 
and passed the Call and Chronicle 
b uildings and 
passed along Market 
street, b efore the b uildings there were 
destroyed. 
“ People 
were 
rushing 
into the 
street* carrying their valuab les. 
Some 
dragged heavy trunks along the pave­ 
ments with ropes. 
Others had inver­ 
ted tab les anti filled them with their 
valuab les 
and were dragging them 
along trying to save them from the 
fire. 
Fires were starting m every di­ 
rection, smoke was pouring from the 
b uildings and the tire spread rapidly. 
S o me people told me that men frantic 
with fear and worry over their losses 
were palling their hair. 
When 
I 
| reached the Palace hotel the fire was 
j only a b lock away. 
“ Cavalrymen poured into the city 
I from the Presidio, and in two 'hours 
will after the earthquake, the soldiers were 
patroling the streets and helping to 
fight the fires. 
“ I went to the Western Union Tele­ 
graph office, b ut could send no message 
as the wires were down and there 
were no connections. 
The office was 
full of people filing messages and each 
time a little qnake was felt the people 
rushed into the street. 
The clerks and 
opreators jumped over the counters in 
order to get out of the b uilding. 
“ I saw manv dead among the rnins 
and lying ab out the streets. 
Friday 
afternoon I saw four b odies Iving un­ 
b uried in the street. 
That was two 
day^ after the earthquake and after 
the fire had swept over much of the 


“ The people fled from the fires to 
the parks, 
where 
thousands 
were 
huddled togetherr. 
The street* in the 
vicinity of Fourth st-eet, were split 
open. 
Some of them sank as much 
as four feet. 
Buildings also sank. 
The street car tracks were b ulged and 
the rails had snapped as if they were 
so much kindling. 
“ The scene with the fi^es, the wreck­ 
ed b uildings and the fleeing people 
was indescrib ab le. 
It would b e im ­ 
possib le to ex aggerate it. 
The ex tent 
of the calamity never will b e known 
and the authorities have suppressed 
the real numb er of the dead and in­ 
jured. 
More people were killed than 
has ever b een reported. 
The devasat- 
tion wrought, reminded me of the St. 
Lou is cyclone, 
only 
the telegraph 
poles and wires were not down. 
“ It was strange to see the people 
line up in the p&’-ks and other places 
to rectcve their share of the food. 
You would hear men say, ‘Yesterday, 
I had a fine store over yonder and 
was worth $30,000, now I have only 
what I have on,’ and similar remarks. 
The wealthy stood in line and received 
food just tii© same as the poor.” 
Mr. Hiner has determined yot to re­ 
turn to San Francisco. 
He has applied 
for a position on the I.

should he fail to get one here, he ex ­ 
pects to go 
to Indianapolis or St. 
Louis.

The b attlefield of the Taggart and 
anti-Taggart forces in the Democratic 
party of Indiana has b een shifted from 
the Second to the Six th congressional 
district. 
By ousting Sylvester Meek 
from the Six th district chairmanship, 
the win« of the party led b v former 
Mayor Holtzman, of Indianapolis, it 
is said, hopes to secure a majority in 
the State central committee and thus 
secure control of the party’s affairs in 
the State. 
That a well organized plan to rtt re 
Meek is under way there can b e no 
doub t. 
Whether the attempt will b e 
made at the. meeting of the district 
committee on May ‘24th, or at the dis­ 
trict convention, cannot b e [stated at 
this time, b ut it is likelv that some 
thing will b e done at the committee 
meeting. 
Many prominent Democrats 
of the district, especially from Rush 
county have already written to Chair­ 
man Meek demanding that he resign, 
b nt he has given their demands no 
consideration. 
He maintains |rhat he 
was regularly elected and that he will 
act as chairman for 
the nex t two 
years. 
Democratic memb ers of the district 
comimttee, who are opposed to Meek, 
claim that they have a majoritv, and 
that it will b e[an eaav matter to oust 
the chairman. 
It is apparent, how­ 
ever, from Meek’s attitude, that even 
should the committee vote him out of 
the office, he will decilne to retire, 
maintaining that such action b y the 
committee would b e illegal 
The dis­ 
trict convention alone, he maintains, 
would have the power to remove him, 
and this, he feels sure, will not b e 
done. 
Considerab le criticism is b eing ex ­ 
pressed b y prominent Democrats b e­ 
cause of the fact tl at the district con­ 
vention has b een called for the week 
proceeding the State convention. 
In 
fact, many of the prominent men of 
the party assert that Chairman Meek 
had no authority to call the conven­ 
tion at all, and that such power rests 
entirely with the committee. 
Interest in the fight b eing waged in 
this district is not confined to the dis­ 
trict, b ut it is b eing watched b y poli­ 
ticians of b oth parties throughout the 
State. 
It has b een intimated that for­ 
mer Mayor Holtzman will take a per­ 
sonal hand in the fight, and that he 
will b e at Greenfield when the com­ 
mittee meets. 
Chairman O'Brian and 
Mr. Taggart are also carefully watch­ 
ing the affairs of the Six th. 
In Rushville the sentiment is divid­ 
ed on the situation. 
It was the Rush 
countv delegation at the district con­ 
vention in this city last January that 
elected Sylvester Meek chairman. It 
was b ecause Meek was supposed to b e 
an anti-Taggart man that he was elect­ 
ed over John D. Megee, the former 
chairman, who was a canidate £ for re- 
election. 
The same may b e said of 
Wayne county, whose delegates held 
the b alance of power, and they turned 
down Megee and threw their support 
to Meek 
It 
is b elieved 
that this 
county will 
figure 
prominently in 
the effort to remove him, although no 
definite steps have b een taken here as 
yet.

R. Garfield , commission er of corpora­ 
tion s, givin g the results of his in vesti­ 
gation of the subject of tran sportation 
an d freight rates in con n ection with 
the oil In d ustry. 
In his message the presid en t ex­ 
presses the view that the report is of 
capital Importan ce because of the ef 
fort n ow bein g mad e to secure such 
en largem en t of the powers of the 
in terstate commerce commission as 
will con fer upon the comn ftssion pow 
er in some measure ad equate to meet 
the clearly d em on strated n eed s of the 
situation . 
The facts set forth In the 
report, he d eclares, are for the most 
part n ot d isputed . 
That the Stan d ard 
OH compan y has ben efited en ormously 
up almost to the presen t momen t by 
secret rates, man y of which 
were 
clearly un lawful, the presid en t says 
the report clearly shows, the ben efit 
thereby secured amoun tin g to at least 
three-quarters of a million d ollars a 
year. 
On this subject he says: 
“This three-quarters of a million 
represen ts the profit that the Stan d ard 
Oil compan y obtain s at the expen se of 
the railroad s; but of course the ulti­ 
m ate result is that it obtain s a much 
larger profit at the expen se of the pub­ 
lic. 
A very strikin g result of the In ­ 
vestigation has been that shortly after 
the d iscovery of these secret rates by 
the commission er or corporation s, the 
major portion of them were promptly 
corrected by the railroad s, so that 
most of them have n ow been d on e 
away with. 
This Immed iate correc­ 
tion , partial or complete, of the evil 
of the secret rate Is. of course, on the 
on e han d an ackn owled gmen t that 
they were wron g, an d yet were per- 
pevered in un til exposed ; an d on the 
other han d , a proof of the efficien cy of 
the work that has been d on e by the 
bureau of corporation s.** 
The statem en t is ad d ed that the d e­ 
partm en t of Justice will take up the 
question of in stitutin g prosecution s in 
at least certain of the cases, an d the 
hope Is expressed that con gress will 
en act in to law the bill of Sen ator 
Kn ox to correct the in terpretation of 
the immun ity provision ren d ered in 
Jud ge Hum phrey’s d ecision . 
Con tin ­ 
uin g, the presid en t says: 
“But in ad d ition to these secret 
rates the Stan d ard 
Oil 
profits Im­ 
men sely by open rates which are so 
arran ged as to give it an overwhelm­ 
in g ad van tage over its in d epen d en t 
competitors. 
This is a characteristic 
example of the n umerous evils which 
are 
in evitable 
un d er 
a 
system 
in 
which the big shipper an d the railroad 
are left free to crush out all In d ivid ual 
In itiative an d all power of in d epen ­ 
d en t action because of the absen ce of 
ad equate an d thoroughgoin g govern ­ 
men tal con trol. 
Exactly similar con ­ 
d ition s obtain In a large part of the 
West an d Southwest.” 
It is n ot possible, he says, to put 
In to figures the exact amoun t by which 
the Stan d ard profits through the gross 
favoritism shown it by the railroad s 
In con n ection with the open rates. 
“The profit of course comes n ot mere­ 
ly by the savin g In the rate itself as 
compared with Its competitors, hut 
by the higher 
prices It is ahle to 
charge an d by the complete con trol of 
the m arket which It secures, thereby 
gettin g the profit on the whole con 
sumption .” 
The presid en t calls atten tion to that 
feature of the report regard in g the 
m an n er in which the law is evad ed by 
treatin g as state commerce what in 
reality is merely a part af In terstate 
commerce. 
He says it is clearly 
shown “that this d evice is employed 
on the New York Cen tral railroad as 
well as on man y other railroad s in 
such fashion as to amoun t to thw art­ 
in g the purpose of the law. although 
the forms of the law may he complied 
with.” 
It is un fortun ately n ot true, he says, 
that the Stan d ard Oil compan y is the 
on ly corporation which has ben efited 
an d is ben efitin g in wholly improper 
fashion by an elaborate series of rate 
d iscrimin ation s. 
The sugar trust, he 
ad d s, accord in g to the results of the 
in vestigation now In progress, rarely 
if ever pays the lawful rate for t r a n s - ; 
portation . 
He d eclares that in the 
effort to preven t the railroad s from 
un itin g for improper purposes, “we 
have very un wisely prohibited them

Mr. Ga rfie ld Shows How Compe tition 


Is Stifle d. 
W ashin gton . May 5.—In summariz­ 
in g his report Commission er Garfield 
speaks of his person al visit to the oil 
field s an d of the great mass of d ata 
obtain ed by him either person ally or 
through agen ts of the bureau of cor­ 
poration s. 
The prelimin ary stud y of 
this material, he says, showed that the 
most importan t subject was the tran s­ 
portation which en ters so largely in to 
th e cost of the fin ished prod uct an d 
hen ce a most importan t factor In com­ 
petition . 
Takin g up the subject of the output 
of refin ed oil, Mr. Garfield fin d s that 
it amoun ts to about 26,000.000 barrels 
an n ually, of which the Stan d ard OH 
compan y d irectly an d in d irectly con ­ 
trols about 23,000,000. an d approxi­ 
mately the same proportion of the oth­ 
er 
fin ished 
prod ucts 
of 
petroleum. 
Con tin uin g, the report says: 
“ The Stan d ard claims that the lo­ 
cation of its refin eries an d th5 use of 
pipe lin es are n atural ad van tages to 
which it is justly en titled by reason 
of the en ergy an d foresight of its m an ­ 
agers. 
While in a m easure that is 
true, it must n ot he forgotten that 
these ad van tages were in part obtain ­ 
ed by mean s of un fair competitive 
method s after years of fierce In d us­ 
trial strife. 
“The d evelopmen t of the pipe lin e 
system by the Stan d ard Oil compan y 
was the result of special agreem en ts 
with 
railroad 
compan ies. 
F urther­ 
more, those so-called n atural ad van 
tages have been an d are bein g greatly 
in creased by d iscrimin ation s in freight 
rates, both published an d secret, in ­ 
terstate an d state, w’hich give the 
Stan d ard 
mon opoly 
con trol 
in 
the 
greater portion of the coun try an d 
which so limit competition as to prac­ 
tically preven t the exten sion of the 
busin ess of an y in d epen d en t to a poin t 
which even remotely en d an gers the 
supremacy of the Stan d ard . 
“An Immed iate result of this d elim­ 
itation of thy» competitive 
area 
is 
shown by the prices of ord in ary Illu­ 
min atin g oil throughout the coun tiy. 
After d ed uctin g the freight rate, the 
price of such oil is usually from two 
cen ts to five cen ts a gallon higher in 
the n on -competitive than in the com 
petitive field s. 
A reason able profit 
upon refin ed oil is about on e-half a 
cen t per gallon . 
It is clear that ex- 
orbitrn t - profits are obtain ed in the 
n on -competitive fbd d s. 
This mon opo­ 
listic con trol exten d s from the well of 
the prod ucer to the d oorstep of the 
con sumer.” 
Mr. Garfield cites the fact that the 
New York Cen tral Railroad compan y 
was the on ly on e which refused for 
itself an d affiliated lin es to give ac­ 
cess to record s of state rates. 
At the begin n in g of the in vestiga­ 
tion . he says, the Stan d ard Oil com­ 
pan y d en ied that it hail obtain ed in 
recen t years or was n ow obtain in g an y 
rebate or other tran sportation d iscrim 
¡n ation as again st its competitors, an d 
yet he says that a most careful review 
of the facts an d the explan aticn s lead s 
to the con clusion th at the Stan d ard 
Oil compan y has habitually received 
from the railroad s an d is n ow receiv­ 
in g secret r a ’ts an d other un just an d 
illegal d iscrimin ation s.” 
In 1904 these secret rates saved to 
the Stan d ard OH compan y three-quar­ 
ters of a million d ollars, represen tin g 
the d fferen ce between the open rates 
an d the rates actually paid . 
“These 
d iscrimin ation s,’ 
he 
says, 
"have been so lon g con tin ued , so se­ 
cret. so in gen uously applied to n ew 
con d ition s of trad e an d ao large tn 
amoun t as tn make » t certain that they 
were d ue to con certed action by the 
Stan d ard an d the railroad s.” 
He says further that the Stan d ard 
OH compan y is receivin g un just d fs 
crimin ation s in the m atter of open 
rates, the published rates from the 
lead in g Stan d ard shippin g poin ts be 
in g relatively much lower than rates 
from the shippin g poin ts of its com 
petitors.

bro u ght a ¿thrill'alm o st equ al to an 
electric sho ck—“ Granville Co wing.”

The fo llo wing paragraph appeared 
in Ju dge Eden's 
Ru shville reminis­ 
cences a few days ago : 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter Mau zy are no t 
as o ld as they think they are. 
If he 
picked o u t his wife when she was 
carrying a flag that said, “ Whig hu s­ 
band o r no ne.” he didn't, do it in 
1840. 
There were no su ch flags car­ 
ried in that campaign. 
It may refer 
to so me o f the ladies o f 1844 that 
carried 
banners 
that said, “ Whig 
hu sbands o r no ne.” 
The bo ys, in 
speaking o f that great Bu ckeye cam­ 
paign, draw largely o n their imagina­ 
tio n. 
They talk abo u t fo llo wing the 
band o f mu sic. 
Su ch a thing as a 
hand o f mu sic had never beeu heard 
in Ru shville in 1840. 


Peter Mau zy savs Mr. Eden is right 
abo u t the flag inscribed. “ Whig Hu s­ 
bands o r No ne.” 
These were carried 
in the campaign o f 1844, and Mrs. 
Mau zy was o ne o f the girls carrying 
tho se flags. 
Uncle Peter Lo o ney 
bro u ght teir 
barrels o f cider to Ru shville o n that 
day, and these were emptied by the 
cro wd in 
abo u t two ho u rs. 
While 
Mr. Mau zy did no t help drink the 
cider, he saw the empty barrrels after­ 
wards. 
As to the manner o f vo ting and the 
band o f mu sic in the campaign o f 1840, 
Mr. Mau zy says Ju dge Eden is dead 
wro ng. 
In 1840 the vo ting was no t 
do ne 
by calling o u t the names as 
Ju dge Eilen says, bat they had tick 
ets. 
The Wbig.ticket had the pictu re 
o f a lo g cabin, o f which this is an ex­ 
act repro du ctio n:

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| It will be no ticed that a barrel o f 
cider o ccu pies a pro minent place b e­ 
sid es the lo g cabin. 
Mr. Mau zy’s bro ther William, being 
then twenty-two years o ld, cast his 
first vo te, amt when the challenger 
saw the lo g cabin o n the ticket be 
challenged the vo te and his father, 
Silas Mau zy, had to swear him in. 
To sho w that there is no t mu ch o f 
a change in the Repu blican majo rities 
in Ru sh 
co u ntv between then and 
no w, altho u gh 
the po pu latio n 
has 
greatly 
increased, Mr. Mau zy says 
that Ju dge Bigger ru n fo r go verno r o n 
the Whig ticket in 1840. and he car­ 
ried Ru sh co u nty bv 305 majo rity. 
While Mr. Eden says su ch a thing 
as a band o f mu sic was u nkno wn in 
1840, Mr. Mau zv says that m the po ­ 
litical demo nstratio n o f 1840, the big 
Tippecano e was the great featu re. 
It 
was made in Fayette co u nty. 
A band 
o f mu sic came fro m Oo nnereville the 
day befo re the rally. 
It marched o ver 
the hill and past Mau zy s ho u se in 
Unio n 
to wnship. 
Mr. Mau zy was 
then a bo y thirteen years o ld. 
He 
saw the band pass their ho u se and 
next day he fo llo wed 
the band in 
Ru shville. 
It can be safely relied o n 
that if a band was aro u nd the ho ys 
wo u ld kno w it, as 
“ fo llo wing the 
band” by bo ys is u niversal. 
Mr. Mau zv 
well 
remembers the 
band, as he fo llo wed it o n the day o f 
the'big parade, and he thinks Ju dge 
Eden mu st have been Upping the cider 
barrels becau se he didn’t see the band. 
The day after the big demo nstra­ 
tio n the band and the cano e para­ 
ded “ o n the hill” in Rushv ille in a 


big pastu re, no rth o f the O., H. & D. 
railro ad and east o f Main street, where 
no w the ho u ses o n East Sixth and 
Seventh streets are lo cated.
